Some- 
times black lace veils pale tan 
satin, or cream lace of delicate pat- 
tern may be used interestingly with 
bands of black satin over a white 
satin foundation. Gowns in all 
black—of satin and lace, or lace 
and jet—are for the most part 
made of the lighter fabric, while 
satin serves for foundation, and 
strands of jet swing in long loops, 
reminding one, strangely enough, of 
the tranquil, yet eerie sound of a 
nun’s rosary as she traverses the 
long silent convent hall. 

Hats of lace are large and small, 
grave and gay. There are great 
wide brims, hung with the most 
distracting of frills, or drooping 
under a lace veil which is weighed 
at the end with a rose. There 
are smart brisk little hats that add 
to their smartness by wings of lace 
stifly wired, or a small lace bow 
poised faultlessly. Some hats have 
no lace trimming at all, but wear 
lace veils that hang just below the 
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A hat this season may be very very plain, untrimmed and quite severe, and yet have its frill of 


lace. Such is the tolerant spirit of the mode. 


Thus encouraged, this smart brown turban, fashioned 


of fine horsehair braid, founces a dainty half-way veil of diaphanous brown lace; from Bonwit Teller 


eyes or turn back off the face to outline an 
interesting pattern against the brim. 

The fashion extends to the smallest of acces- 
sories. Rare old lace is inset in stockings for 
evening wear, and some very pretty bows of 
lace adorn evening slippers, making plaited frills 
around the buckle. For the boudoir, some dainty 
mules of orchid satin wear a covering of écru 
lace. Lace fans and lace scarfs, which are again 
appearing, will also add to the already numerous 
charms of summer attire. 


THE VERSATILITY OF LACE 


When this delicate fabric appears in black, it 
is most often in silk, with very large flowers 
and leaves in a delicate mesh. A modish black 
afternoon frock, with which is worn a _lace- 
trimmed hat, drapes a straight slip of dull black 
zatin with an overdress all of bands of fine lace 
abvat eight inches in width. This is a delight- 
fully summery looking costume, and most ef- 
fective. Callot’s afternoon gowns sometimes 
combine cream coloured net with a fine cream 
coloured lace about twelve inches wide and well 


covered with a light design. Deep cream lace 
patterned all over with tiny flowers adapts itself 
to the quaint styles which favour wide hips, 
drooping shoulders, and tight little puffs of 
sleeves. A very successful touch for these gowns 
is picoted ribbon of harmonizing shades, made 
into rosettes and hanging in looped sashes. An- 
other equally lovely phase of the bouffant mode 
is the opportunity for lace fichus and lace scarfs; 
with it also returns the very small sunshade, 
covered with lace and lined with chiffon in light 
colours and trimmed with quaint little roses. 
Even the big parasols are lace covered and add 
to their attractiveness with rare handles, which 
are usually long, and chiffon flowers. 

There are endless ingenious ways to vary the 
lace frock by variation of colour or fabric, and 
one of the most delightful of these is in the use 
of coloured organdie, which adds a novel touch. 
An instance of this is in a diaphanous dinner 
dress for summer made entirely of lace; thread- 
ing through its patterns in curious designs, are 
delicate lines of palest green organdie. This is 
indescribably light and youthful in effect, float- 
ing out over the foundation of cream coloured 


satin and chiffon, and suggests various ways of 
adding delicate bits of colour*to the frock. For 
the fashioning of these dainty frocks, Valen- 
ciennes lace is very often used, dyed to match 
the colour of the dress, a novelty of the season. 
A charming instance of this is a pink organdie 
frock trimmed with crisp lace frills in pink; these 
are used so as to give a bouffant effect over the 
hips—an effect so desirable this season, 


DELICATE ADDITIONS OF LACE 


Other exquisite touches may be found on eves 
ning gowns. One, very youthful and charming, 
is made of pale pink satin, lace-draped, having 
an attractive bit of detail in silver embroidery, 
which makes a frostwork of a flower design on a 
tulle background. The flowers, done in silver 
thread, are joined by leaves and stems of dainty 
silver braid. Tulle in very lovely pale shades 
makes a variety of other flounces similarly em- 
broidered in silk and silver. One flounce of 
grey tulle is patterned in black and silver, and 
another has a solid border of silver, and, above 
it, roses and rosebuds spread in gay design.

Little baskets of flowers make their appearance 
on lace that is meant only for the frock of a 
débutante; such a frock may have its ruffles of 
lace held securely by a band of deep red rose- 
buds, closely set together. Violet and gold 
threads weave their way in bands of black lace 
which trims a slip of black chiffon, weighing it 
down so that it falls straight and slim and makes 
a long and clinging tea-gown. ‘The feature of 
another very smart dinner frock is its combina- 
tion of two layers of lace over cream satin. The 
lower layer is a fine filet lace, underlying cream 
lace of a much heavier pattern. The underskirt 
of filet hangs below the heavy lace, showing for 
several inches at the hem. 

Lace may furnish the small, but telling detail 
of the costume. Sometimes a vest of heavy rich 
lace is the sole effective adornment for a black 
satin gown. Needless to say, also, this favoured 
summer fabric may contribute effectively to the 
art of the costume which underlies the frock. A 
billowy skirt of organdie will be more charming 
for the patternings of lace on the petticoat be- 
neath it. The satin frock, however plain, has a 
dainty vest of lace—whether of sheer and airy 





black lace, as this season’s fashion decrees, or 
of that lovely soft écru which brings out the 
mesh better than any other shade. 


THE DECORATIVE VALUE OF LACE 


Lace has many decorative possibilities. What 
arm or shoulder is not the more graceful for a 
scarf of dainty lace? There is a pleasure in the 
wearing of lace—a sheer joy in its gauzy loveli- 
ness—and an artistic delight in the possession 
of the rare and lovely object itself. No woman 
ever loved laces for their richness more than 
those painters of portraits, Van Dyke and Franz 
Hals, loved the same laces for the decorative 
possibilities they afforded. How much do those 
finely executed bits of decoration add to cavalier 
or court lady of the picture. An American 
painter, too, was fond of this fabric; the hats 
which one sees this season, wide and fluttering 
a nafrow frill of lace from the brims, are the 
very hats this artist loved to paint. 

With what devoted care are the patterns 
traced. One follows the beauty of the- design, 
but becomes lost in wondering over the charm of 


lace and its story, which goes back to the days 
when ‘skillful fingers worked the beauty of 
flower and leaf into the thread. With a second 
glance at the quiet beauty whose glance is veiled, 
one finds her more real, because one thinks of 
her as loving the lace she wears. One fancies her 
care in selecting it, as her delicate hands lift this 
lace or that from the treasures heaped before her. 

If this return of lace had only its newness, its 
difference from recent modes, to recommend it, 
one would be content with that. But there is 
something more than this in its favour. ‘The 
work of delicate fingers, the fairylike daintiness 
that is the result of endless patient toil, gives a 
touch, a feeling of distinction that nothing else 
imparts. For all time, women have loved laces 
and have treasured them among their rarest pos- 
sessions. Even since the sixteenth century when 
their delicate edges made a halo of ruches for the 
“passionate pale lady’s face”’—through all time, 
laces have been loved by women, lawed against 
by kings and governors, and, in spite of wars 
and woes, they have come back, always lovelier, 
to.a world of fashion that is more wonderful be- 
cause of their welcome return.

predominate. One sees the 
stately gown of Oriental or Egyptian inspiration, 
its long lines, rich materials, and colourful em- 
broideries contrasting with the pastel shades, 
bouffant hoops, and panniers of the eighteenth 
century; or the flounces of real old lace and the 
off-the-shoulder neck-line of the Victorian era be- 
side the latest version of the 1880 bustle. A 
room full of women in evening dress presents a 
study in the adaptation of the mode to indi- 
vidual types, which has never been more interest- 
ing than it is at the present time.

May Find Satisfaction in Clinging Oriental Lines 


When the wide skirt was recently revived, it 
was found, to the surprise of a great many peo- 
ple, that it made a woman who was too heavy for 
her height look smaller than she did in a straight 
frock, but that the tall and slender woman was 
apt to appear rather overweighted by her bouf- 
fant skirts and to lose some of her peculiar 
charm. How delighted she is, therefore, to find 
herself living in a period in which the decrees of 
the mode are most flexible. When our grand- 
mothers wore the hoops of 1850, there was no 


escape from them—tall or 
short, thick or thin, women 
had to adopt them when 
the order went forth and 
abandon them when it was 
rescinded. More recently 
still, in 1880, women were

I assure you the time is fast approaching, but 
perhaps I shall be the only one in simple attire

finds everywhere; and costumes seem rather to 
be growing more elaborate.

And that is simply because, for 
the past several years, the women of forty or 
forty-five have taken such intelligent care of 
themselves, have dressed with so much chic, that 
it is impossible to see how they will be able one 
fine day to become frankly old. Physical exer- 
cises and care of the skin are followed so scien- 
tifically that little change is visible in the face 
or lines of the body, and it is interesting to see 
an older person no longer depending upon rouge 
and other artificial means to appear young. 


TWO THEORIES OF DRESS 


Just at present there is a silent struggle, 
curious to watch, between the group of really 
cultivated women, brought up in the classic tra- 
dition, who are versed in the art of dressing, and 
those slaves of fashion whose only interest is the 
search for the new and unexpected. Moreover, 
in their desire to shun the familiar principles of 
esthetics, they achieve results which inevitably 
are merely absurd. -For composition, it is neces- 
sary to have a knowledge of the classics, and it 
is precisely that which most of these original 
designers lack, and which real artists, whether 
painters or sculptors or ckillful fashioners of 
dress, possess. Because they 
build surely on sound principles, 
they never lose sight of the sig- 
nificance of line which, in’ so 


tions, seems to have been for- 
gotten. It is precisely the same 
in the matter of decoration and 
furnishing; ultramodern designs 
which are not founded on sound 
principles are too likely to ap- 
pear bizarre and fantastic. 

Apropos of decoration, a novel 
phase of art has just made its 
appearance. Monsieur Erik Sa- 
tie, well-known to the American 
public who delight in his “So- 
crate,” his “Piéces Montées,” - 
and many other charming melo- 
dies, has just developed a music 
of decoration. 

Music of decoration? It is 
music which is played between 
the acts of a theatrical or mu- 
sical production, and is intended 
to contribute just as do the pic- 
tures, hangings, or furniture, 
toward the creation of atmos- 
phere. These musical motifs 


are repeated without intermission, and, according 
to the composer, it is unnecessary to listen to 
them, for one unconsciously absorbs their mes- 
sage. It has nothing, of course, to do with the 
furnishings which interest us so much this sea- 
son. It merely serves to introduce one phase of 
music, the passion of the moment. Mankind, 
like children, must always have a toy. 

One need only spend an afternoon on the Ave- 
nue du Bois to realize that driving is becoming 
more and more fashionable. After am era in which 
one saw nothing but motors, the leisured elegance 
of a carriage and pair is indeed welcome. [Even 
the tandem has made its reappearance, and for 
several recent weddings of importance, handsome 
turnouts with fine horses took the place of motors. 


ON WITH THE DANCE 


Dancing as a social function has lost favour, 
of late, but interpretive and character dancing 
have never been in higher favour. Isadora Dun- 
can evokes sadness and mysticism; Mademoiselle 
Cléo de Mérode transports her pupils with joy 
of reverie, and all of her dances produce a habit 
of movement and gesture so harmonious and so 
true that the coming generation will. learn to 
move, to carry itself, to express its joy and sad- 
ness, immeasurably better than our own. Na- 
pierkowska dances Arabian and Spanish dances 
at the lecture courses of Madame Moreno at the 
Université des Annales. 

The tradition of the golden days of the vaude- 
ville of thirty years ago may be recognized at the 
Palais Royal, where “Et Moi J’te Dis Qu’elle 
T’a Fait de l’CEil” is playing.

N this radical. world, the most conserva- 
I tive things are being shaken from their 
fundamental traditions. Even the Na- 
tional Academy of Design, in its spring 
exhibition, met in two ways the imperative 
modern demand for novelty in all things. 
Its very setting was contrary to all tradi- 
tion, though that could hardly be considered 
either the fault or the virtue of the 
Academy, since its own building was ren- 
dered unserviceable by the Architectural 
League fire and no other quarters sufficient- 
ly spacious could be obtained for it in Man- 
hattan. This innovation of taking the exhi- 
bition to Brooklyn can not, however, be 
considered an advantage, for the inacces- 
sibility of the Brooklyn Museum inevitably 
decreases greatly the attendance, and the 
greater space afforded by the museum gal- 
leries has not resulted in a finer or less 
crowded exhibition, but only in a more 
marked superabundance of mediocre works. 
The second innovation, consisting of the 
admission of prints and black and white 
drawings, is a different matter. This change 
is justified by the great increase in recent 
years in the general interest in etchings and 
drawings, and it marks a decided advance 
on the part of the Academy. It should re- 
sult in a greater variety in the exhibitions 
and in a stimulation of the growing interest 
in prints. Some of the best art work of 
the present day is being done in the medium 
of etching, and these prints have one de- 
cided advantage over paintings: in their 
adaptability to the small house or apart- 
ment, where wall space is limited.

The spacious galleries of the Brooklyn 
Museum offered the Academy its long-de- 
sired opportunity for a more extensive dis- 
play of works, but it can not be said that 
the result justified the reiterated demand. 
More and more, one is forced to the con- 
clusion that the mediocrity of the Academy 
exhibition is due not to the inadequacy 
of the galleries, but to defects in the or- 
ganization i itself. It has become so much 
a clique of friendly artists committed to 
certain types of work and points of view 
that it has lost the cooperation of many 
of the leading artists of this country. It 
is not that the Academy is cramping the 
development of modern art. Even the 
Paris Salon of the days of Rousseau and 
Millet failed to do that, and in this coun- 
try opportunities for exhibitions are so 
many and interest in art so general that 
no artist need fail of a hearing. The men 
outside are among the best known and the 
most successful artists in the country, but 
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Beauty of colour and 
composition marked the 
paintings by Albert Felix 
Schmitt, recently on 
view at the Knoedler 
galleries.

“Florodora” did 
not seem especially important when it 
was originally produced in London, at 
the Lyric Theatre, on November 11, 
1899; and, when it was first shown in 
New York, on November 12, 1900, it 
appeared to be a failure. The business 
was bad throughout the first four weeks. 
Then the show caught on; and, there- 
after, it packed the Casino to capacity. 

The present production is, in nearly 
every way, superior to the original pre- 
sentment; and this noted piece may now 
be judged at something more than its 
par value. The book, by Owen Hall, 1 
adequate; the lyrics, by E. Boyd Jones 
and Paul Rubens, are a little above the 
average; and the music, by Leslie Stuart, 
is quite unusually worthy. Reviewing 
the whole case in retrospect, it seems not 
unfair to state that “Florodora” owes its 
astonishing persistency to the haunting 
merit of the melodious music composed 
by Leslie Stuart.

OR several summers women have not 
carried parasols, It has been fashion-

- tna war practically extinguished 
that species of human being com- 
monly called “tourist,” but though 

conditions are still unfavourable to his 

mode of life, he is reviving daily and 
in large numbers. 

He who had the longing for strange 
lands, has been obliged for the last 
five years to discover the many-sided 
natural beauties of America. ‘This he 
has done with gratifying results. But 
the time invariably comes when the 
tantalizing ocean lures with its blue 
waves, and rumours of the old old 
countries weave into inveigling spells. 
The traveller is off—moving eastward, 
his insatiable eyes drinking, drinking 
from the time-honoured offerings there. 


PLACES OF UNDISTURBED BEAUTY 


To even the most ardent traveller 
there comes a time when he desires 
something strange, remote, and pris- 
tine in its picturesqueness. Where can 
such beauties be found in war-stricken 
Europe? Where can one find a spot 
which has not seen the shadow of the 
threatening airship, felt the rumble of 
heavy artillery, or heard the roar of 
explosions that rent to pieces the work 
of man and of nature? 

In Scandinavia, that country full of 
romance and stirring legends, an un- 
believable quiet reigns. ‘There one may 
be stirred by the silence of primeval 
forests, by the low moaning of the 
giant fir trees, and the wizardry of the 
Midnizht Sun looming low and fiery 
on the horizon, while all nature lies 
wrapped in that half-slumber which is 
peculiar to this land, where for months 
on end the sun does not set. 

This undisturbed Scandinavian pe- 
ninsula is a great contrast to the more 
hectic and stimulated attractions of 
modern “resorts.” To motor in Sweden 
after rolling over the much-travelled 
boulevards of the eastern parts of the 
United States or the overcrowded roads 
of Central Europe, is like camping out 
in the Maine woods, as compared with 
a Sunday stroll in Central Park. It is 
a return to nature—to watch her in 
her most charming dress and mood— 
far from the noise of people and the 
conventions of a continental hotel. 

He who would appreciate the pecu- 
liar charm and take advantage of the 
diversified climate of that long-drawn- 
out peninsula, should begin at the 
southernmost point on the sandy beach 


of Falsterbo. It is in the district of 
Sk&aneland, one of the richest of Swe- 
den’s farming districts; its plains are 
covered with well-cultivated fields, 
while an energetic, shrewd, and well- 
nourished population lives in the low 
white farmhouses with thick thatched 
roofs, on the apex of which there” is 
usually the nest of that extraordinary 
long-legged bird—the stork! The roads 
in this part of Sweden are smooth and 
well-graded. They may not be as hard 
and straight as those of France, but 
they are flanked by lofty poplars and 
pollard willows under the arches of 
which the car glides undisturbedly for 
miles and miles. Stately castles sur- 
rounded by gigantic trees and deep for- 
bidding moats, carry one back into 
mediaeval times when armed knights 
dashed forth from the big iron gates, 
and love and hate were the ruling 
motives for life. 

Following the west coast for nearly 
eighty miles, one arrives at the village 
of Kattarp, where one must stop to 
inspect the famous Kullen. The Kul- 
len is nothing more nor less than a 
huge rock stretching for miles into the 
sea and cut into fantastic shapes by the 
grinding and washing of the surf. Cov- 
ered with immense beechwoods, it lies 
black and mysterious on the crest of 
the sea. Quite at the end there stands 
the old Kullen lighthouse which for 
four hundred years has sent its warning 
rays over the dangerous neighbouring 
waters, and in which twenty successive 
generations of lighthouse-keepers have 
tenderly and carefully trimmed the 
great lamp that is said to have saved 
more lives by its bright darting rays 
than any other light in the world. 


SWEDEN AT THE END OF JUNE 


Touring Sweden in the summer-time 
is one of the most satisfactory ways to 
spend a vacation. Even in the southern- 
most part of the land there are but 
four hours of night, and those are light 
enough to travel by. The farther north 
one’s car goes, the shorter the nights 
become, until at Stora Lulea Lake, if 
the time of year is right, one may see 
quite plainly that fascinating sight— 
the Midnight Sun. 

Fertile fields are not typically Swed-

E ’ JHEN I started these discussions I

giant pine woods of Smaland that one 
begins to feel the peculiar charm of 
Scandinavia. Continuing northward 
from Gothenburg, one takes a canal- 
boat for Vanern Lake, just to test this 
form of locomotion and see the much- 
heralded wonders of the Géta Canal. 
Wherever one passes a secluded pool 
of water or a shaded cove along the 
lake shore, there are bathers diving into 
the water, splashing, and playing in a 
light-hearted way. 

In the autumn, one is amazed at the 
seemingly inexhaustible supply of 
huckleberries and wild strawberries that 
grow along the way. At every village 
and town, the children have baskets 
filled with fresh-picked fruit which they 
offer silently to travellers. They never 
speak. Any one of them would rather 
bite off his or her tongue than answer 
the simple question asked of them 
(in Swedish, of course): “What’s your 
name, little one?” 


A DIFFERENCE IN AGE 


The grownups are different. ‘True, 
the poorer peasants do not have much 
to say and appear rather surly and 
sly, but in the manors one is over- 
whelmed with hospitality and invita- 
tions to dine with them. 

One passes many castles along the 
canal, castles dating back to the seven- 
teenth century and the great Gustavus 
Adolphus. At Lake Vattern one stops— 
if one is wise—at the ancient castle 
of Vadstena. 

Here the canal-steamer is deserted 
for the motor-car, and for hours the 
traveller is shadowed by giant pines 
and firs. When Sparreholm is reached, 
the motor takes the much-travelled 
road to Stockholm, which, besides be- 
ing the capital, is one of the most 
beautiful cities in northern Europe. 
It is almost surrounded by deep water, 
where large steamers load and unload 
at the many wharves. The parks are 
splendid, and, despite the high altitude, 
are vivid with plants, tenderly cared 
for in huge greenhouses throughout 
the long winter. 

Lake Malar is the next stopping- 
place. The lake was famous at the 
time of the Olympic Games for the 
great international bicycle’ road-race. 
The course is laid around the entire 
lake. One may follow it in a car and 
explore its steep hills, sharp curves, 
and quantities of sand. The district 
around — Malar was once inhabited 
by the Svear folk, whom the Roman 


historian and writer, Tacitus, described, 
and who gradually subdued the rest of 
the country, giving it their own rame, 
“Sverice.” 


LAKES, LAKES, LAKES 


Lakes, lakes, and still more lakes. 
One begins to be dazed by the number 
of lakes there are in Sweden, and par- 
ticularly in the central district. Some- 
times it is only a small pond over 
which one might shoot a rifle ball, and 
again it is veritable ocean, such as 
Lake Vanern, where one shore is not 
visible from the opposite one. It is on 
the small areas between lakes that 
agriculture is carried on to an extent 
that is beyond the comprehension of 
the American farmer. Such is the skill 
in intensified farming found here that 
a small lot of about ten acres can yield 
a crop which would be considered a 
fair average on a hundred-acre farm in 
the United States. 

Past red brick houses and_high- 
steepled churches, through birchwoods, 
one moves towards the primeval for- 
ests of Northern Sweden. ‘There, the 
solitude of the pines and the silence 
of the hills cast their grave spells, and 
one understands the love that the 
Norsemen had for their country. 
There are no restrictions in this land; 
the fisherman casts his line or net into 
any of the quiet waters of lake, river, 
or brook, and no one and nothing hin- 
ders him,—for hunting and fishing are 
free in Sweden. 

In the district of Kopparberg, where 
one follows the course of the Dal Elf 
River upwards to Silyan Lake, one still 
sees many of the beautiful historic cos- 
tumes of the eighteenth century. It 
would seem to be an indication of the 
proverbial stubbornness of the inhabi- 
tants of this part of Sweden—the Dale- 
carlians. On the uttermost point of 
a peninsula stretching into the lake 
there stands the village of Leksand, 
a _~— of picturesque and rural beau- 

. The men and women oi this village 
wear the same styles that their ances- 
tors wore five hundred years ago. It 
is an amazing and charming spectacle 
to see hundreds of boats carrying 
churchgoers approach the church from 
all directions on Sundays. It is like a 
great historic pageant staged for the 
special benefit of tourists and depicting 
events of the fifteenth century. To 
omit visiting Leksand is to miss many 
quaint customs not seen elsewhere.

Leksand, and particularly the Kar- 
ingsberget (Hag Hills), has an inter- 
esting history, which turned many 
pages black during the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries. It was on Hag 
Hill that the old women, the confessed 
“witches,” were burned at the stake, 
the huge bonfires lighting up the coun- 
try for many spreading miles. Just as 
in years gone by the deep-toned church 
bells were rung to scare away the 
spirits of evil, so now in Sweden huge 
bonfires are lighted on Hag Hill to ban- 
ish the evils of darkness and to usher 
in the summer (Walpurgis-Night). 


LAKES AND WATERFALLS 


Above Silyan Lake there rises the fa- 
mous Gesunda Hill—from which Gus- 
tav Vasa launched his stirring appeal 
to the Swedes to free themselves from 
foreign yoke—an admonition that 
caught the country by storm and re- 
sulted in the establishment of a free 
and independent Sweden. During the 
reign of Gustavus Adolphus, it attained 
the highest pinnacle of its glory among 
the nations of Europe. In the little 
church on the hill at Mora village, 
where the fateful words were spoken, 
there stands a sheaf of grain (Vasa— 
the symbol of the house of the Vasa 
family) and under it are engraved the 
words of the poet: 


“The sheaf of pallid grains no longer 

Which once in Uppland stood on 
ploughed ground— 

It ranketh now with fleur-de-lys and 
eagle, 

The wide-world over honoured and 
renowned!” 


From Silyan Lake one takes a nar- 
row country road leading almost di- 
rectly north and running for a long 
distance parallel to the branch rail- 
road, Orsa-Sveg. And then one reaches 
Jamtland, perhaps the most attractive 
part of all Sweden. Jamtland —the 
land of the thousand waterfalls— 
stretches north and northwest to the 
frontier of Norway, and in summer is 
visited by more tourists, from Sweden 
and from other sections of northern 
Europe, than any other part of the 
Scandinavian peninsula. Its accessibil- 
ity from Trondhjem, the port on the 
coast of Norway, forms a great induce- 
ment to steamship companies to grant 
their passengers sufficient time to dis- 
embark at Trondhjem and visit the 
wonderful Tannforsen cataracts which 


are nearly one hundred feet high and 
two hundred and thirty feet wide. 

A delightful trip from Sveg is to go 
to the great inland sea Stérsjon (Th 
Great Lake) by a road that leads along 
the shore until one comes upon the 
spot where the swift waters of the up- 
per Indalsalf River flow into it. Fol- 
lowing the course of the river upward 
past Are and Dufed, one reaches the 
famous Tannforsen falls. Mountains, 
reaching a height of six thousand feet, 
frame all sides and offer their peaks 
as points from which to gaze into and 
over spaces and slopes of extreme 
grandeur. From Areskutan mountain, 
on clear days, one can see the greater 
part of Jamtland, while far in the west 
may be discerned the rugged outline 
of Norway’s Atlantic coast. 

And now for the far far North. A 
few hours from the city of Ostersund 
brings one deep into the northern 
woods, where beech and oak retreat 
before the towering might of pines and 
firs. Still farther one journeys until 
even the pines and firs find it difficult 
to fight against the rigours of the cli- 
mate and the barrenness of the soil. 
At Polcirkeln the traveller crosses the 
Arctic Circle and, undaunted, continues 
to the northernmost point of the rail- 
road in Sweden, the little town of Riks- 
grinsen. There one finds the North’s 
great wonder—the Midnight Sun. There 
one sees it describe a perfect circle in 
the heavens—and there night and day 
are indistinguishable. It is mysterious 
—wonderful, and regretfully the travel- 
ler turns homeward, turns to the south. 
where Sk&neland offers its fields of 
flowing grain and rich green verdure. 
The gloomy dark depths of the Great 
Northern Woods has caused queer stir- 
rings at one’s heart; they pushed away, 
as with a soothing giant hand, the cares 
and petty sorrows and left a feeling of 
being newly made. 


TAKE A TRIP TO SWEDEN 


Here then is advice to him who has 
seen the-South and East of the United 
States, who has travelled in the West. 
and who plans’ some day to go to 
Europe on a motor trip, “Be sure to 
include Sweden.” Its difference from 
tourist-infested Continental Europe — 
especially if this route through the in- 
terior is taken, comes like a cool in- 
vigorating bath after a hot and dusty 
day. Direct the weary traveller Swe- 
denward—to grandeur and repose.

the brush or pen. No, and yet, though 
I went not afoot but awheel, and, in 
place of a staff, grasped the wooden 
circle of my car’s steering-gear, I was 
not without due and humble reverence 
for the goal of my journey. For where 
is the flower lover who can visit great 
greenhouses without a somewhat hu- 
miliating sense of his own inadequacy. 

It is an annual ceremony, this 
springtime pilgrimage to Master John’s 
in search of potted plants. Each year 
I wait impatiently for the scattering 

ef the apple petals, for their snowy 
drifts across the road tell me that 
the moment has come, that now the 
bedding-plants or roses or whatever 
may be the objects of my particular 
desire, can safely be taken from the 
protection of the glass, under which 
they have been developing their per- 
fection of root and stalk and bud, and 
set in the open garden. 

There were two plants that I wanted 
this year—two kinds of plants, rather, 
and several varieties of each,—gera- 
niums and baby rambler roses. Both 
are for use in the border, the former 
to lend brilliancy before the full bloom- 
ing of the perennial season, and the lat- 
ter for the sake of the variety which 
their presence will give to the herbaceous 
plants. Even beyond this present need, 
both will serve me well next winter, 
after they have been transferred again 
to pots and brought indoors. 


I HAVE been on a pilgrimage. Not 


THE FLOWERING GOAL OF A PILGRIMAGE 


Master John himself, genial and slow 
of speech, led me through his pot-plant 
houses, suggesting, advising, interrupt- 
ing himself irrelevantly now and then 
to comment on some _ rare variety 
which his corps of helpers were bring- 
ing to perfection. Out of the massed 
ranks of the geraniums, from bench 
after long bench of velvet-leaved ver- 
dancy, we selected some two dozen 
plants whose buds were well developed, 
but not yet open. ‘These are more 
satisfactory than blossoming plants, 
I know, for the simple reason that their 
full beauty will be attained after they 
reach the garden rather than before. 
When we came to make the list of our 
geraniums, we found that the lot in- 
cluded these named varieties: Dagota, 
a mauve rose; Marquis Castellane, 


brick red; Mme. Récamier, a splendid 
pure white; Berthe de Presilly, light 
pink; Mrs. E. G. Hill, single and sal- 
mon coloured; Paul Campbell, single 
scarlet; Snowdrop, single white; S. A. 
Nutt, dark crimson; and Beauté 
Poitevine, deep salmon pink. 


IRRESISTIBLE ROSES 


Geraniums and baby ramblers were, 
as I said, the ostensible objects of my 
motor pilgrimage, but no sooner had 
Master John taken me within the 
pungent earthy warmth of his rose 
house than I knew I could never leave 
without buying a few of the splendidly 
developed pot-grown bushes, of larger 
kinds, that filled the benches along 
one side. Nor did I. The prospect 
of gathering perfect flowers this sum- 
mer, from bushes planted even as late 
in the season as this, was too alluring 
to resist, and almost before I knew 
what I was about I had put my name 
down for one bush each of Frau Karl 
Druschki, a pure white; General Jacque- 
minot, crimson; Magna Charta, clear 
dark pink; General McArthur, vivid 
scarlet; Killarney, pink; Chateau de 
Clos-Vougeot. rich scarlet; La France, 
pink; and Kaiserin Augusta Victoria, a 
white delicately tinted with lemon. 
Where these will go in my garden, I 
am sure I do not know, but I'll find 
room somewhere. Hardy sorts they 
are, all of them, and in view of their 
quick blooming and permanency, the 
price which their quality as pot-grown 
stock commands is reasonable enough. 

They will arrive to-morrow, these 
latest additions to my flower family, 
and I shall have a busy day planting 
them. The roses, of course, will be 
treated as are other members of their 
family,—set in rich well-drained soil, 
where there is abundant air and sun- 
light. The geraniums, however, are 
to go in a border where no nitrogenous 
plant-food, like fresh barnyard scrap- 
ings or nitrate of soda, has ‘been added 
this year; for it is an odd fact that 
too much nourishment of that kind 
forces the plants to abundant foliage 
and but few blossoms. 

This reminds me of another plant 
which resents an over-rich soil even 
more than does the geranium. It is 
none other than our time-honoured 
and familiar nasturtium, which blooms 
far better in “waste” ground than in

good soil. Both the dwarf and the 
standard forms are established favour- 
ites of mine, not only on account of 
their many-hued blossoms, but also 
(whisper it, that my friends may con- 
tinue to be puzzled when they share 
a summer luncheon with me) for the 
delicious “lettuce” sandwiches and 
salads which its leaves provide. 

So the pilgrimage of 1920 has been 
made, and one other red-letter day in 
my garden year has, also, come and 
gone—the one devoted to the plant- 
ing of summer-flowering bulbs. All 
winter they lay, those montbretias and 
tritomas and gladioli, packed in boxes 
of dry sand in the darkness of my cel- 
lar. They are heat lovers all, so early 
planting would be dangerous at best; 
but by the time May is half gone and 
the garden soil is warm and light, it 
is usually safe to set them out. I like 
to plant the bulbs about three times 
deeper than their own length, for thus 
they escape many of the changes in 
soil moisture which occur nearer the 
surface. Besides, the several inches of 
earth above the bulbs are a support 
for the stems, necessary even in addi- 
tion to the stakes to which they must 
be tied to prevent damage by wind 
as the plants near maturity. 

BEAUTY AND THE BEASTS 

It is an odd anomaly that when one 
strives to make one’s bit of earth 
beautiful with growing things, one in- 
evitably attracts creatures whose aim 
in life seems to be the destruction of 
that beauty. For example, scarcely 
were my sweet peas tall enough to 
grope for the supporting brush than 
they were attacked by aphis—wretched, 
slow-moving, fat-bodied beasts gather- 
ing on the stems and the under sides 
of the leaves. At first I sprayed them 
with cold water, to which not a few 
succumbed; but soon I faced the neces- 
sity of more rigorous treatment. Kero- 
sene emulsion became my _ ally, and 
three sprayings with it at intervals of 
forty-eight hours saved the day and 
the peas. shall watch the vines 
closely from now on, for the aphis may 
return, even though the plants are now 
so strong and thriving that they may 
be able to resist such onslaughts with- 
out help from me. 

Equally distressing was the condi- 
tion in which I found my screening 
privet hedge, after the snow which lay 
banked about it all winter had melted. 
For a foot above the ground, the bark 


had been gnawed from every branch 
and twig by field-mice, driven to this 
dietary expedient by the exhaustion or 
freezing up of their normal food sup- 
ply. Many of the bushes were so 
badly “girdled” that they died down 
to the roots, and all were seriously in- 
jured. I could do nothing for them 
except cut away the ruined wood to 
make room for the new shoots which 
are already starting up from the roots. 
After all, privet is rather hard to kill 
completely after it has once become 
established in a garden. 


THE GRACIOUSLY CONCEALING PRIVET 


The fate of the privet brought me 
face to face with an entirely new 
problem. ‘The poultry yard which it 
had screened stood forth again in all 
its prosaic unattractiveness. Some- 
thing had to be done, and done quick- 
ly, if I did not wish to be confrouted 
every time I looked out of my living- 
room windows all summer by that ugly 
and barren, though fairly distant, wire 
netting fence. 

Timothy it was who met the situa- 
tion. ‘Timothy of the ready resource- 
fulness and Celtic tongue. Hat-tilted, 
whimsical lines about the corners of 
his mouth, he listened with quiet 
amusement to my forcefully expressed 
opinions of field-mice. 

“Sure. sor, *tis a shame, but the 
hop-vine’ll fix it,” he counselled, “the 
Japanese hop-vine, no less. A fine slip 
of a plant it is, sor, wid gr-r-and big 
leaves all spotted over wid white an’ 
growin’ so thick that not even thim 
Leghorn hens c’d see through. Tin 
feet high it grows, or more, a-climbin’ 
just like it never knew it had to die 
next fall. We'll plant the seeds, sor, 
here be the fence, an’ if ye can see 
thim chickens from the house at-all 
at-all this summer, then me name ain’t 
Powers, sor!” 

Of course I consented. I have 
learned to follow Timothy’s gardening 
suggestions. And now I am looking 
forward to the dense mass of screen- 
ing leafage which I feel sure this quick- 
growing Japanese hop will give. It is 
only an annual, of course, living but 
one season; but "perhaps the privet will 
be tall enough next year to resume its 
task of proving that “out of sight is 
out of mind,” even in the case of a 
thing so inherently undecorative as 
two dozen moulting Leghorn hens en- 
tirely surrounded by poultry wire.

HER DRESSING-TABLE 


The Neck, Arms, and Elbows of the 


Wearer Are Important Parts of the 


Sheer and Airy Costumes for Summer 


LONG with the advantages of soft 
warm air and blithe sheer frocks 
with the least possible amount of 

sleeve and bodice and skirt, come cer- 
tain sad little revelations—or certain 
pleasant little responsibilities. Arms 
and elbows and necks that have been 
kindly softened by artificial light no 
longer appear only under its lenient 
glow, but emerge gloveless and furless 
before the searching eye of the sun, 
and many are the dismayed discoveries 
made under this more severe light. 

Any coarseness or redness of skin 
texture on hands and upper arms and 
elbows is more discernible, and one 
feels more self-conscious about hollows 
at the neck, or the annoying hint of 
hair upon the arms, since one realizes 
that no part of a woman’s charm is 
greater than that of a delicate soft 
skin, a full white throat, and smooth 
well-shaped arms and hands. The wo- 
man who wishes to reveal only added 
charms when she bares her hands and 
arms and throat should be willing to 
go to the small exertion of giving them 
the proper sort of care. 


A GOOD HAND CREAM 


Every one, of course, wishes to have 
the soft white arms of the story-book 
heroine or the poet’s lady-love, and 
every one can attain them, too, by 
making a discreet choice and a con- 
sistent use of creams and lotions. One 
specialist recommends a very good 
hand cream for dry skins. It may be 
applied any time of the day after wash- 
ing and leaves none of the after feel- 
ing of stickiness that makes the usual 
hand cream unpleasant. It may be 
bought for $1 a jar. This specialist 
has a lotion for bleaching brown spots 
upon the hands and arms, and this 
same lotion also fades freckles and 
whitens sunburned or sallow skins; it 
may be had at $1 a bottle. 

A cosmetic that covers up sunburn 
or discolourations, without, however, 
actually doing away with them, is a 
sort of liquid bleach powder. It may 
be sponged over the discoloured area 
and blended in so that it is not con- 
spicuous, and it will not rub off easily 
upon dark clothing. It costs $1.50 a 
bottle. Another way of bleaching the 
arms, and especially the hair upon the 
arms, is by using a mixture of half 


ammonia and half water with a pinch 
of borax in it. This is not injurious 
to the skin, and, if persistently applied. 
it will have satisfactory results. 


AN OLD-FASHIONED FORMULA 


White and young and smooth hands 
may also be acquired—and kept—by 
the persistent use of an old-fashioned 
home remedy—sour milk and glycerine 
and rose water. Every night, at bed- 
time, one should retire into the bath- 
room with a jar of thoroughly soured 
and clotted milk. After a careful wash- 
ing in very warm water to open the 
pores, the clotted milk should be 
rubbed thoroughly onto the hands and 
arms, and allowed to remain there for 
fifteen or twenty minutes. It should 
then be rinsed off with warm water; 
and rosewater, to which has been add- 
ed about an equal amount of lemon- 
juice to whiten the skin, a little glycer- 
ine, and a few drops of benzoin, which 
will also serve for bleaching purposes, 
should be rubbed well into the arms 
and hands, which are then encased in 
long chamois gloves for the night. The 
chamcis keeps the skin absorbent dur- 
ing the sleeping hours and is a very es- 
sential part of this treatment, which has 
always had great success as a means 
of whitening and softening the hands.

The finger-nails have a very impor- 
tant and expressive part to play in 
every well-groomed appearance, and 
carelessness about them may spoil the 
beauty of the whitest and most taper- 
ing fingers. There is nothing more in- 
dicative of breeding and good taste 
than dainty hands with delicately 
curved and polished finger-tips. There 
are a great many preparations to be 
had at toilet counters in big shops and 
drug stores, and some of them have un- 
doubted merit, although their very 
plurality should make one cautious.

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casion of the recent revival at the Cen- 
tury Theatre, an eager audience waited 
patiently, throughout an hour and a 
half, for the rendition of this celebrated 
item. At last, when the violins an- 
nounced the initial notes of this famil- 
iar melody, the whole house broke forth 
into a torrent of applause. The mo- 
ment was electrical; for something 
strange was happening, and it was 
this;—twenty years of age were being 
sloughed off from the backs of two or 
three thousand people, assembled in an 
amiable crowd. All of us were wafted 
back to 1900 by the waving of the 
wand of memory, and recalled the high 
and far-off dreams that used to drift 
through our comparatively youthful 
minds in those now-distant days when 
first we tramped the streets and whis- 
tled this enchanting tune. After two 
or three encores, the Messrs. Shubert 
furnished a surprise. A second sex- 
tette of pretty maidens marched upon 
the stage, wearing costumes copied 
from the original production; and the 
long skirts, the picture hats, the ratted 
pompadours of 1900 seemed more 
quaint and far away than the fashions 
of any antecedent century. This recol- 
lection of the past was followed by a 
prediction of the future; for, after two 
or three more encores, a third sextette 
appeared composed of little children — 
the “Florodora” sextette of 1940. 

Although this famous number is a 
charming composition, the emotional 
effect that is produced by its repeti- 
tion is out of all proportion to its mere 
artistic merit. “Musical sounds,” as 
George Du Maurier remarked in “Peter 
Ibbetson,” “are rare sublimaters of the 
essence of memory”; and the only fac- 
ulty whose exercise permits the average 
person to enjoy the creative delight 
which is ordinarily reserved for the ar- 
tist is this same faculty of reminis- 
cence. Memory, by its very nature, is 
artistic, because it exercises, first, the 
artistic method of selection and, sec- 
ond, the artistic method of patterning. 
And the magic of memory is enhanced 
by the psychologic process of associa- 
tion. To recall anything whatever over 
a hiatus of twenty years, brings back 
a train of other recollections that 
would otherwise be lost. Old sights, 
old sounds, old odours even, remind us 
vividly of what we used to be when 
first we knew them. For those of us 
who are no longer very young, it is a 
sweet thing to be young again; and the 
quickest way of cutting off a score of 
years from our respective ages is to af- 
ford us a vivid recollection of some lit- 
tle lovely thing with which we used to 
be familiar. 

The present production of “Floro- 
dora” is thoroughly admirable. It en- 
joys the great advantage of Eleanor 
Painter’s singing in the role of Dolores. 
Hers is now the finest voice on our 
comic-opera stage; and her work is ade- 
quately seconded by other able singers, 
notable among them being Walter 
Woolf and Christie MacDonald. The 
unvocal Margot Kelly contributes an 
ingratiating note of decoration with her 
gorgeous head of Titian hair. That 
admirable actor, George Hassell, shows 
once again, in the somewhat ante- 
quated part of Anthony. ‘Tweedlepunch, 
that he is by far the most amusing 
clown in the American theatre. Isa- 
belle Rodriguez scores heavily with an 
interpolated Spanish dance. The 
scenes, designed by Watson Barrett, 
and the costumes, designed by Cora 
MacGeachy, are veritably beautiful. 
There is, in fact, no feature of the 
whole production that is at all discord- 
ant with the lilting fluency of Leslie 
Stuart’s light and lovely music. This 
revival deserves a success even greater 
than that of its initial opening in 1900. 


“ED WYNN’S CARNIVAL” 


Ed Wynn is richly endowed with 
that quality which the Romans called 
the vis comica. He can scarcely be re- 
garded as an artist; but he is a lively 
and likable person, and his spirit is 
distinctly different from that of any 
other of our current low-comedians. 
He has recently concocted a sort of 
“summer-show” that is known as “Ed 
Wynn’s Carnival’; and this haphazard 
exhibition is enlivened mainly by his 
own extraordinary fundament of fun. 

This so-called “Carnival” is set forth 
frankly as a kind of one-ring circus. 
It has no plot, no plan, no subject, no 
logical excuse for being. Ed Wynn 
wanders into it and out of it, with the 
irresponsible insouciance of Thackeray 
in his casual forages among the char- 
acters whom he had created and assem- 
bled for a novel. A lyrical or senti- 
mental episode is suddenly relieved of 
its threatened saccharinity by the re- 
appearance of the humourously com- 
mentative proprietor; and every other 
turn in the whole show is enlivened 
by his introductory remarks or vale- 
dictory comments. Ed Wynn is en- 
dowed with an impromptu sort of 
genius for seeming to say with spon- 
taneity what the average spectator 
would spontaneously say from the seat 
that he has bought and paid for. The 
pursuance of this craft requires an 
ever-present vividness of spirit. Ed 
Wynn is, obviously, not a cultivated 
person; and many of his sudden—or 
seeming-sudden—quips are lacking in 
good taste; but to fight and conquer a 
congregated audience eight times a 
week is a task that calls for special 
celebration when this difficult duty is 
performed without the loss of a single 
pre-appointed “laugh.” Two come- 
dians could fulfill this requirement; and 
Ed Wynn deserves extraordinary credit 
for swinging, single-handed, an enter- 
prise that bids fair to earn a popular 
success that is unusual. 


“THREE SHOWERS” 


“Three Showers” is the title of a 
“comedy with music” presented to the 
metropolitan public by Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles D. Coburn, who are entitled 
to grateful recognition by virtue of 
their previous activities. The present 
piece is neither better nor worse than 
the average product of its kind. The 
book was written by William Cary 
Duncan; and the lyrics and music were 
concocted and composed by two gen- 
tlemen named Creamer and Layton. 

“Three Showers” displayed an un- 
usual coherency of plot, although this 
plot was exceedingly conventional. The 
characters were all stock-figures of the 
stage, from the bibulous and unbusi- 
nesslike Southern “Colonel” to his tom- 
boy daughter, Bob, who had been 
named, of course, in honour of Gen- 
eral Robert E. Lee. The spirited Anna 
Wheaton romped her way through the 
role of this heroine who prided herself 
on being “one of the boys”; but her 
antics became a little monotonous be- 
fore the evening was over. The lyrics 
and the music fluttered around the bor- 
ders of that neutral region which is 
eternally inhabited by Mr. Kipling’s 
Tomlinson; but some excellent singing 
was contributed by a negro quartette. 
One of our few positive artistic assets 
in this country is the genius of our 
negro citizens for carolling quaint melo- 
dies. In the staging of this piece, an 
uncustomary zest had evidently been 
imparted to the participants by Mr. 
and. Mrs. Coburn. It shared with 
“The Better Ole” the meritorious note 
of almost amateur enjoyment. “Three

“LASSIE ” 


“Lassie” is a musical-comedy version 
of an antecedent comedy, by Catherine 
Chisholm Cushing, entitled “Kitty 
MacKay.” ‘This play, although it was 
surprisingly successful, was sentimen- 
tal and silly; and it remains both silly 
and sentimental in the present rifaci- 
mento. The tale of Cinderella is peren- 
nial; but few among our recent play- 
wrights have repeated this ancestral 
story more ineptly than Mrs. Cushing. 
The narrative is slushy from the outset 
to the end; and the suggestion of the 
imminence of incest at the climax of 
the comedy is distressingly out of key. 
Nevertheless, “Lassie” is worthy of re- 
gard by virtue of the fluent music com- 
posed by Hugo Felix, by virtue of the 
vivid stage- -direction of Edward Royce, 
and by virtue of the quite unusually 
lovely singing of Tessa Kosta, Colin 
O’Moore, and the other principals. 
That gifted actress, Molly Pearson, is 
also “among those present,” to con- 
tribute a needed element of histrionic 
art to the ensemble; and Dorothy 
Dickson, the lady of the lilting shoul- 
ders, decorates the stage at many mo- 
ments with her dancing. “Lassie,” in 
fact, shows every merit of which this 
type of entertainment is capable, ex- 
cept the central and essential merit of 
authorship. But, probably, the patrons 
of this “summer-show” will not scan 
the plot too critically nor listen too at- 
tentively to the lines. 


“MRS. JIMMIE THOMPSON” 


“Mrs. Jimmie Thompson,” by Nor- 
man S. Rose and Fdith Ellis, is a con- 


ventional comedy that requires a con- 
ventional acceptance. It is set in a 
boarding-house; and it strums upon 
the same strings that were called into 
concert a year ago, when Rachel Cro- 
thers launched her unforgotten idyll of 
this kind of life, in “39 East.” 

A boarding-house is always interest- 
ing to the gathered public, because the 
majority of any audience has always 
spent a certain amount of time in an 
institution of this sort. The magic of 
memory may be easily evoked by hold- 
ing, as it were, a mirror up to nature. 
In this particular piece, the heroine is 
a quiet working-girl whom nobody has 
ever particularly noticed. In order to 
attract attention to herself, she pre- 
tends that she has been clandestinely 
married. By this device, she excites 
into efficiency that element of sex-at- 
tractiveness which has_ hitherto lain 
latent in her person. Men who had 
never noticed her before fall easily in 
love with her when they are informed 
that she has been married secretly; and 
the one man whom she wants to marry 
succumbs to her allurements by reason 
of this clever machination. 

The authors of “Mrs. Jimmie 
Thompson” have managed to concoct 
a comedy, on the perilous subject of 
sex in a boarding-house, which is con- 
sistently enjoyable without ever becom- 
ing vulgar. “Mrs. Jimmie Thompson” 
is not an important play; but it is both 
sincere and entertaining, and it leaves 
an agreeable impression on the com- 
mentative mind. It is both well acted 
and excellently staged; for the experi- 
enced Mrs. Ellis has attended to these 
necessary matters. 


“THE BONEHEAD” 
In “The Bonehead”, Frederic Arnold 


Kummer apparently attempts to write 
a satire, but succeeded only in writing 


a burlesque. ‘These two undertakings 
are not, by any means, identical. Sa- 
tire is derived from recognizable real- 
ity of characterization, whereas bur- 
lesque is derived from caricature. The 
milieu of Mr. Kummer’s comedy was 
Greenwich Village——a locality suffi- 
ciently amusing in itself to afford a 
theme for thoughtful laughter if it 
were depicted fairly; but the author 
peopled his play with those extrava- 
gant puppets that exist only in the ex- 
aggerated fancy of our popular cartoon- 
ists. In attacking the foibles of our near- 
est American substitute for the Quar- 
tier Latin, it would be well for our 
playwrights to remember the Greek 
maxim about “nothing in excess.’ 

The plot of “The Bonehead” was en- 
tirely traditional. A hard-headed busi- 
ness-man who makes his money in ce- 
ment and prefers to live in Flatbush 
is forced to move to a fantastic studio 
in Greenwich Village by his faddish 
wife, and to endure the society of the 
impecunious and sponging pseudo-ar- 
tists whom she cultivates. To defend 
timself against these pests, and to cure 
his wife of her obsession for them, he 
pretends to be stricken with a new 
kind of genius, and behaves thencefor- 
ward more extravagantly than any of 
the astounded poseurs whom he beats 
at their own game. 

The humour of this piece was con- 
ventional and heavy-handed; and the 
text appeared to be intended for an 
audience that was somewhat _sub-nor- 


mal in intelligent alertness. The lead- 
ing part, however, was amusingly 
played by Edwin Nicander; and the 


cast was rather more than adequate to 
the occasion. “The Bonehead” was 
presented by Claude Beerbohm, a son 
of the late Sir Herbert Tree. This 
young gentleman played one of the 
contributory parts and revealed a curi- 
ous and uncanny repetition of the most 
unfortunate and characteristic manner- 
isms of his famous father. 


“KING STOMACH” 


In these contemporary days, when 
the entire world seems faltering from 
inexperience, it is salutary to receive 
an authentic message from the middle 
ages. For this reason, Yvette Guil- 
bert’s production of “King Stomach” 
should be remembered as something 
more important than a vehicle to dis- 
play the passing prowess of the pupils 
of her school. This play was admir- 
ably rendered when it was revived by 
the students of Madame Guilbert; and 
many of the spectators who witnessed 
the original performance of “King 
Stomach,” on July 12, 1428, would 
have been glad to attend this recent 
and most successful revival. 

In this mediaeval drama, the various 
members of the human body contend 
against the dominance of the belly: 
but the belly reasserts his empery by 
setting forth those arguments which 
have, more lately, been advanced by 
the apostles of the theory of federal- 
ization. The logical contest between 
the theoretic principles of ‘ ‘one against 
many” and “out of many one” is very 
cleverly conducted; and, as we hs to 
this mediaeval argument, our instant 
and over-wearied world seems to slough 
off the heavy and impeding baggage oi! 
six centuries. 

This performance of “King Stomach” 
disclosed an unexpected efficiency on 
the part of the pupils of Madame 
Yvette Guilbert, and revealed the fact 
that the first year of her teaching in 
this country has been almost astonish- 
ingly practical in its results. 

In response to numerous requests 
from those who were unable to enter

“ALICE IN WONDERLAND” 


Attention was called once more to 
the standing lack of suitable entertain- 
ment for children in our overcrowded 
commercial theatre when Rachel Bar- 
ton Butler, the gifted author of “Mam- 
ma’s Affair,” recently offered at the 
Little Theatre a series of special mati- 
nées of “Alice in Wonderland.”  Crit- 
ical candour requires a confession that 
Miss Butler’s arrangement of this 
classic was not, in any way, so mer- 
itorious as the excellent dramatization 
by Miss Alice Gerstenberg which was set 
forth, a few seasons ago, by the Fine 
Arts Players of Chicago; but Miss But- 
ler’s play was amply. enjoyed by a 
juvenile audience which seemed to be 
especially delighted by the scene in 
which the Duchess jounces the baby 
and the scene of the trial of the Knave 
of Hearts. The piece was acted rather 
raggedly and was insufficiently _re- 
hearsed; and the summarized scenery 
was almost distressingly inadequate. 
Yet, in this particular case, it is rather 
more important to hail the fact that 
the play was done at all than to com- 
plain because it was not done particu- 
larly well. Those of us who are par- 
ents much approve of any undertaking 
which points forward, however tenta- 
tively, toward the establishment of a 
children’s theatre in New York; for. 
though the Hippodrome is always with 
us, and the Circus comes back once a 
year, there are many weeks between- 
times when we are forced to turn a 
deaf ear to the pleadings of those little 
citizens, just learning how to read, who 
so pathetically scan the theatre lists. 

Donald Clayton Hamilton—aged six 
—requests his father to say in print 
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that “Alice in Wonderland” was a very 
interesting play and that he liked it 
very much. He hopes that Miss But- 
ler will write another play for children, 
so that his little brother, Gordon, may 
enjoy it a year or two from now. Gor- 
don—who has been to the Hippodrome 
—desires to tell the world that he 
would like to see a whole play about a 
funny man who repeatedly and gro- 
tesquely falls down from a lamp-post. 


“THE PIPER” 
















An honourable paragraph of record 
should be written to commemorate the 
matinée performances of “The Piper” 
which were conducted, in March and 
April, by The Shakespeare Playhouse. 
Frank McEntee, the director of this 
organization, is actuated by a sound 
idea. Every now and then, he pro- 
duces, at a series of special matinées, 
a Shaksperian or pseudo-Shaksperian 
play, with a cast containing excep- 
tionally able actors who are busy in 
the evenings, earning their salaries by 
appearing in the sort of trash that is 
offered to the transient public of Times 
Square by our commercial theatre. 

“The Piper.” by Josephine Preston 
Peabody, won a prize at Stratford-on- 
Avon in 1910 and was subsequently 
produced at the New Theatre in New 
York. It is not a good plays but it 
contains many passages of lovely lyric- 
ism. In these days when so few plays 
are composed in verse, it has become a 
sort of luxury to listen’to the reading 
of good verse upon the stage; and the 
literary merits of “The Piper” are so 
fine as to amply counterbalance its 
dramaturgic defects. 

For this recent revival of “The 
Piper,” an excellent cast was congre- 
gated, which contained such skilled per- 
formers as A. E. Anson, Reginald Bar- 
bow, Olive Oliver, Mabel Taliaferro, and 
Elizabeth Patterson. The piece was 
staged by Augustin Duncan; and the 
contributory troupe of children was 
admirably trained by Theresa Duncan. 
The needed scenery was improvised by 
an artistic use of lights and hangings; 
and the stage, at nearly every moment, 
presented a lovely picture to the eye. 

This revival of “The Piper” was 
merely a by-product of our current 
theatre; but it deserves to be remem- 
bered as a little thing done well.

HE high cost of meat has given 
| vegetables of all sorts a place of 
great importance on the menu. 
The successful hostess will, therefore, 
plan to give her vegetable courses in- 
terest and variety. ‘There are many 
ways in which even the every-day roots 
or ordinary bean may be converted into 
a delectable and unusual dish if one 
but has a little skill and is moderately 
careful. 


CARROTS POMPADOUR 


A French way of preparing carrots, 
and one that is sure to bring these 
homely vegetables into high favour, is 
the following recipe. Young carrots are 
cut lengthwise as fine as matches and 
cooked in a double boiler with butter 
and three lumps of white sugar until 
the mixture is a sort of caramel. Fresh 
thick cream is added, and the mixture 
is allowed to simmer until it looks like 
pink cream. Just before serving it, a 
little more butter, cream, salt, and pep- 
per are added. 

Turnips may be cooked in exactly 
the same way and are equally delicious. 


OKRA CUPS 


Okra is much used and greatly ap- 
preciated in many parts of the South. 
A delectable dish is made there with a 
dozen large okra pods scooped out and 
filled with a mixture made with the 
yolks of two eggs, salt, pepper, a table- 
spoonful or chopped boiled ham, enough 
cracker crumbs to thicken, and the 
seeds of the okra. The pods are ar- 
ranged upright in a baking-pan, in 
which is placed a rich soup stock, and 
covered with bread crumbs. Parmesan 
cheese is grated over the top, and little 
lumps of butter are added. The okra 
is baked to a delicate brown. 


GOLDEN CORN 


When corn is in season, this dish will 
prove a great favourite. A tablespoon- 
ful of melted butter, a tablespoonful 
of thick cream, and one egg beaten 
light, are added to the grated corn 
from a half dozen ears. This mixture 
is put into a summer squash that has 
been parboiled and scooped out, and 
the whole thing is baked in a rather 
quick oven. It is delicious and unusual. 


LONG ISLAND CORN 


Here is another attractive way of 
preparing fresh corn. A dozen ears 
are scraped down to the core, and the 
pulp is pressed out of the kernels and 
added to a half pint of milk, six table-( 
spoonfuls of flour, one teaspoonful of 
salt, one teaspoonful of pepper, the 
yolks of three eggs, and, last of all, the 
well- beaten egg whites. This mixture 
is baked in a shallow dish and served 
at once, as it should be very hot. 


EGGPLANT 


Eggplant prepared in the following 
way is delicious. It is boiled for ten 
minutes, cut lengthwise, scooped out. 
and the centre filled with a mixture of 
chopped eggplant, chopped onion, an 
equal quantity of chopped boiled 
tongue, and a tablespoonful of butter. 
The top is sprinkled with bread crumbs 
and dotted with lumps of butter, and 
it is then placed in the oven and baked 
for an hour with frequent bastings. 


MUSSAKA OF CABBAGE 


A young cabbage is boiled in salt 
and water for a quarter of an hour, 
after which the leaves are opened out 
and the heart removed. The centre is 
then filled with a stuffing made from 
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the finely chopped cabbage heart mixed 
with some cut up beef or mutton, 
a chopped fried onion, salt, pepper, 
bread crumbs, boiled rice, and cooked 
chopped celery. The cabbage is tied 
up with string and stewed for an hour 
in well-fiavoured stock. It is served 
with either a rich gravy, egg and 
lemon sauce, or a tomato purée. 


GREEN PEAS 


The Greeks prepare their peas after 
this manner. ‘Two pounds of peas are 
shelled and put on the stove to simmer 
with a small fried onion, tomato purée, 
two slices of fresh tomatoes, and two 
spoonfuls of good gravy. They are 
stirred from time to time, and’ more 
stock is added to keep them mcist. 
When ready, they are seasoned with 
the necessary amount of salt and pep- 
per and served. If preferred, the onion 
may be fried in oil instead of in butter. 


BRUSSELS SPROUTS AND CHESTNUTS 


A Swiss dish that is always much 
appreciated is composed of Brussels 
sprouts and chestnuts. Two pounds of 
Brussels sprouts are boiled for ten or 
fifteen minutes and are then drained, 
rinsed in cold water, and put back into 
the saucepan with a piece of butter the 
size of an egg, a pinch of salt, pepper, 
good gravy stock, and some chestnuts 
that have been previously boiled and 
peeled. These are shaken together over 
the fire for a few minutes and served 
hot. Cabbage, peas, and young broad 
beans may be served with equai success 
in this way. 


GREEN PEPPERS 


A half dozen green bell peppers are 
scalded and scooped and filled with a 
mixture of half a cup of cold boiled 
rice, a cupful of minced veal, or 
chicken, and a little chopped onion. 
Over the top, bread crumbs and lumps 
of butter are scattered. They are 
placed in a deep baking dish with a 
half a cupful of stock and are baked, 
covered, for the first ten minutes and 
uncovered for fifteen minutes longer. 


MACARONI AND MUSHROOMS 


A pound of fresh button mushrooms 
are fried in good oil and are then 
placed in a baking dish with boiled 
macaroni, oil, and some good stock. This 
is then baked ten minutes. Butter may 
be substituted for the oil, if preferred. 


MACARONI 


Two tablespoonfuls of tomato con- 
serve and a teaspoonful of meat extract 
are heated over the fire and poured 
over a quarter of a pound of macaroni 
that has been boiled in salt water until 
tender. Two ounces of butter and 
three ounces of grated Parmesan cheese 
are then sprinkled over the top. 


STUFFED ONIONS 


Onions prepared in this manner may 
be made into a particularly appetizing 
dish. Large onions are boiled, and the 
inner part is removed and chopped with 
bread crumbs soaked in fish broth, a 
few browned almonds, pepper, pounded 
cloves, hard-boiled eggs, and grated 
cheese. The onions are filled with this 
stuffing, rolled in flour, dipped in beaten 
egg, and fried in deep butter. They 
are then put into a pan with cream 
sauce and boiled for a half hour.

rubbed through a sieve, and to the 
pulp, the grated kernels from six ears 
of corn, two tablespoonfuls of thick 
cream, a half a tablespoonful of tomato 
sauce, salt, cayenne, and the yolks of 
three eggs are added. When well 
mixed, the beaten whites of the three 
eggs follow, and the mixture is poured 
into timbale cups and baked for twenty 
minutes in a pan half filled with water. 


CHEESE PUFF 


While cheese is not a vegetable, it is 
sometimes served in place of a vege- 
table. ‘lo make a cheese puff, a cupful 
of dry bread crumbs are soaked in two 
cupfuls of milk and mixed with the 
beaten yolks of three eggs, a_ table- 
spoonful of melted butter, seasoning, 
the beaten whites of the eggs, and a 
half pound of dry grated cheese. This 
is poured into a baking dish with dry 
crumbs scattered over the top and 
baked in a quick oven until brown. It 
should be served immediately, as it 
quickly falls if allowed to stand. Cheese 
puffs are a delicious novelty. 


LUSCA SALAD 


Carrots and turnips cut in long nar- 
row slices are cooked separately in salt- 
ed water until they are tender and 
then cut into small pieces. These, when 
cool, are arranged symmetrically in a 
salad bowl with cold boiled potatoes, 
beets, Brussels sprouts, string beans, 
and flowerets of cauliflower. This is 
served with a cold ravigote sauce made 
by adding a tablespoonful of finely 
chopped parsley, chives, chervil, tar- 
ragon, and shallot to a mayonnaise 
dressing and attractively colouring it 
with green vegetable colouring. 


L’ORIENT SALAD 


Cooked red beets, potatoes, pickled 
cucumbers, and tomatoes cut in small 
squares, are used for this salad. They 
are mixed with a dressing made with 
the yolks of four eggs, oil, vinegar, 
salt, and pepper, and a _ tabiespoonful 
of the essence of anchovies, and the 
whole is served in a salad bowl on the 
hearts of lettuce. Chopped eggs, cher- 
vil, cold beets, chives, and tarragon 
may be used to garnish the plate. 


SALAD VALEUCE 


turnips, beets, and celery 
knobs are cut into small cubes and 
boiled and, when cool, added to an 
equal quantity of peas and string beans 
and mixed with salt and pepper and 
vinegar. This is then placed in a salad 
bowl and covered with a cold ravigote 
sauce, made by adding finely chopped

parsley, chives, chervil, tarragon, and 
shallot to mayonnaise dressing and 
tinting it with green vegetable colour- 
ing. On top of the salad, two smoked 
red herrings, steeped in boiling water 
and freed from skin and bones, are 
decoratively arranged in slices. 


SALAD NORMAN 


A light salad to serve with a long 
course dinner is made with four large 
sour apples peeled and sliced fine over 
watercress that has been allowed to 
soak in cold water. Either mayonnaise 
or French dressing may be used suc- 
cessfully with this salad. It is a Nor- 
man preparation used in that. part of 
France during the cold weather when 
other salad ingredients are scarce. 


ORLEANS SALAD 


Here is an interesting salad which 
has the addition of cold cooked beef 
tongue to furnish novelty. The tongue 
is cut fine with cold boiled potatoes, 
sour apples, cooked beets, and carrots, 
and seasoned with salt, pepper, vine- 
gar, chopped parsley, and mustard, and 
served in a salad bowl with garnishings: 
of fillets of anchovies and chives. 
CAULIFLOWER AND STRING BEAN SALAD 

A simple salad and one that will be 
welcome for its variety, is made with 
fresh green beans carefully “stringed” 
and cooked whole, then served with 
cooked cauliflower flowerets, and French 
dressing. This salad offers suggestions 
for other combinations. 


CURLED CELERY 


A novel and attractive way of. serv- 
ing celery is obtained by removing the 
greens, paring the roots and washing 
them. The stalks should then be split 
through the whole length, making small 
incisions at the top as well. The 
stalks are then put in cold water for 
a time until they curl up nicely. 


SALAD NANCY 


Red cabbage parboiled, sliced fine, 
and allowed to soak in salt and water 
for four hours is the foundation of this 
salad. After four hours, the water is 
drained off and the cabbage allowed to 
steep in vinegar for another hour. It 
is then added to cold boiled potatoes 
and celery knobs and served with a 
tablespoonful of white-wine vinegar, 
four tablespoonfuls of sweet oil, a little 
salt and white pepper mixed well in a 
bowl. If desired, a tablespoonful each 
of cut chervil, burnet, and tarragon 
may be added to the ingredients.

own, while more and more artists fol- 
low Daniel Garber and visualize their 
landscapes through a lace-like veil of 
foliage of trees in the foreground. The 
blocked-out landscapes in more or less 
vivid colour and very much more paint 
have many devotees and are always 
well represented in Academy exhibi- 
tions, and the seascape men—such 
men as Dougherty and Ritschel and 
Butler—may be counted upon to sup- 
ply vigorous canvases of hard rock and 
breaking surf in varied lights. 

In considering all this landscape 
work, however, it is interesting to note 
that while there are numerous painters 
of the snow, brilliant snow under every 
sort of light, snow that melts drearily, 
snow that stands like solid rock, or 
snow that perfectly imitates cotton- 
wool, there are as yet few painters 
who ever attempt to paint the rait. 
Is it too difficult for our modern artists, 
this subject which the old print-makers 
of Japan handled with such mastery? 

Prizes at the Academy went their 
usual strange way. The first Altman 
prize for a landscape by an American- 
born artist. went to Schofield for his 
painting, “The Rapids”, while the sec- 
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ond fell to Robert Spencer for the 
“Green River”. The best figure com- 
position painted in the United States 
by an American artist, if one judges by 
the award of the Thomas B. Clark 
Prize—and who would judge by it?— 
was the “Mountain. Courtship”, by 
James Hopkins. This, however, has 
merit and originality, as well as a 
pleasant touch of local colour. Land- 
scape plays an important part as back- 
ground to the quaint figures, and the 
composition is interesting. Lesser prizes 
distinguished various works of no strik- 
ing merit, and the Saltus medal for 
painting or sculpture was awarded to 
Anna Vaughan Hyatt for her finely 
modelled “Joan of Arc”, which has 
for some years dominated the park 
of that name on Riverside Drive. 
A reminder that New York is not 
the only art centre of the country was 
presented in the recent exhibition at 
the Knoedler galleries of the works of 
Albert Felix Schmitt, a Boston artist 
of considerable reputation, who held 
there his first New York exhibition. 
Excellent colour and a nice decorative 
sense marked these works, which were 
varied in subject and technique. 
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“Mountain Courtship”, one of those deviations from. mediocrity in 
which even the Spring Academy may indulge, formed part of the 
exhibition which hid its light under the roof of the Brooklyn 
Museum, far away from New York. It is the work of Hopkins

WHAT THEY READ 


OMAN TRIUMPHANT, by V. 
Brasco IpaNez, translated from 
the Spanish by Hayward Kenis- 
ton, brings to the immense English- 
speaking public which Ibajiez first won 
with “The Four Horsemen of the Apo- 
calypse”, an earlier book published in 


“La Maja 


| Desnuda”, a title much more appro- 





priate than the rather forced one se- 
lected for the English edition. The 
Spanish title, taken from the famous 
nude painted by Goya and generally 
accepted as being a portrait of the 
Duchess of Alba, aptly characterizes 
this story of a great Spanish painter 
whose dominating ambition is to paint 
the nude and who is married to a wo- 
man who considers such painting the 
depth of infamy. It also fitly sug- 
gests the situation in Spain, where the 
painting of the nude was almost un- 
known before the time of Goya and 
where it is comparatively little prac- 
tised even at the present time. 

This setting is essential to thé ap- 
preciation of the story; for the mod- 
ern mind, swinging back to the ideals 
of ancient Greece, regards the painting 
of the nude as one of the divine rights 
of the artist and has little sympathy 
with Josefina in her frantic oppesi- 
tion to the development of her hus- 
band’s great gift. It is only after her 
death that the reader, like the artist 
himself, can forget the wreck which 
she has made of his art and his life 
and begin to see the depth of suffer- 
ing she hid behind her insupportable 
demeanour. Up to that time, the art- 
ist’s change from adoration to indif- 
ference and irritation, and even his 
final infidelity, seem but the natural 
outcome of her unwarrantable attitude. 

While less powerful and less con- 
vincing than Ibaiiez’s later books, how- 
ever, “Woman Triumphant” is a mas- 
terly piece of work. The breadth and 
brilliance of Ibanez’s later genius are 
plainly to be seen there, the magnifi- 
cent sweep of action, the striking por- 
trayal of character and mood and mo- 
tive. Devotees of Pollyanna — they 
doubtless do not need the warning— 
will do well to avoid this, as all others 
of Ibaiiez’s books. The “curse of the 
happy_endirig” has never fallen upon 
Spanish genius, and happiness is as 
rare in their books as in their paintings. 
That tragedy and terror which seem 
racial characteristics of all Spanish art 
are admirably presented in one of the 
many finely written bits of keeg analy- 
sis which contribute to the exc toad 
character of the book. 

“Religious oppression”, says Ibafiez 
in the course of a brilliant discussion 
of Velasquez and Goya which forms 





the illuminating introductory chapter, 
“had obscured art for centuries. Hu- 
man beauty terrified the great artists, 
who painted with a cross on their 
breasts and a rosary on their sword- 
hilts. Bodies were hidden under the 
stiff heavy folds of sackcloth or the 
grotesque courtly crinoline, and the 
painter never ventured to guess what 
was beneath them, looking at the 
model, as the devout worshipper con- 
templates the mantle of the Virgin, not 
knowing whether it contains a body 
or three sticks to hold up the head. 
The joy of life was sin. In vain a 
sun fairer than that of Venice shone 
on Spanish soil, futile was the light 
that burned upon the land with a 
brighter glow than that of Flanders: 
Spanish art was dark, lifeless, sober, 
even after it knew the works of Titian. 
The Renaissance, that in the rest of 
the world worshiped the nude as the 
supreme work of Nature, was covered 
here with the monk’s cowl or the beg- 
gar’s rags. The shining landscapes 
were dark and gloomy when they 
reached the canvas; under the brush 
that land of the sun appeared with a 
gray sky and grass that was a mourn- 
ful green; the heads had a monkish 
gravity. The artist placed in his pic- 
tures not what surrounded him, but 
what he had within him, a piece of his 
soul—and his soul was fettered by the 
fear of dangers in the present life and 
torments in the life to come; it was 
black—black with sadness, as if it were 
dyed in the soot of the fires of the 
autos-de-fé,” 

A word should also be said of the 
excellence of the translation. It is 
rarely that an author finds a trans- 
lator who can transpose his work to 
another language with such sympathy 
and such satisfying perfection of phras- 
ing. (New York: E. P. Dutton & 
Company.)

LOVED, by the Baronsgss 
Orczy, goes back to seventeenth-cen- 
tury England and concerns the ro- 
mantic adventures of the famous actor, 
Thomas Betterton. From this author’s

in vigour of action, but gains a certain 
quaintness which is not without its 
charm. ‘The historical setting is well 
created, and the plot moves with sus- 
tained interest and a simple pleasant- 
ness. (New York: George H. Doran 
Company.) 


HE EXPLORER, by W. Somerset 

Maucua,, is a book of earlier date 
by the author of the notable “Moon 
and Sixpence”. Of the younger set of 
English authors, Maugham has already 
made a name, both as novelist and as 
dramatist. He has a daring pen and 
a biting irony, and the best of his 
work has a sparkling cleverness as well 
as a substantial worth. 

“The Explorer” is not the best of 
his work. As compared with “The 
Moon and Sixpence”, it is somewhat 
amateur and weighty, but it is, none 
the less, a very good story. Like many 
novels of the present day, it seeks a 
background for adventure in Africa, 
and supplementary scenes are laid in 
England. Alec MacKenzie is one of 
the early explorers whose work brought 
East Africa under British dominion, 
and Lucy is the complementary hero- 
ine who “loved him for the dangers he 
had pass’d”. He is, also, one of those 
strong and self-contained heroes who 
stand silent under the accusation of 
crime, supported only by those who 
love them enough to believe in them 
in spite of every evidence. 

In this case, the situation is compli- 
cated by the fact that the crime of 
which he is accused is one which di- 
rectly and vitally affects Lucy. Her 
struggles, her doubts, and her final con- 
fidence form an appealing thread in 
the story, but are handled with rather 
less than the present skill of the au- 
thor. Contrasted with her more seri- 
ous love affair is the sparkling little 
romance of the discreet Englishman 
and the clever and charming little 
American widow. Here and elsewhere 
through the story are bits of that wit 
and humour which we have come to 
expect from Mr. Maugham. (New 
York: George H. Doran Company.) 


HE ROMANTIC WOMAN, by 

Mary Borpen, came within measur- 
able distance of being a very good 
book, and an unsparing blue-pencilling 
would have helped it far on its way. 
In its present form, the book is ted- 
ious, using its manifestly good material 
to poor advantage. The reader is bored 
with such a mass of more or less ir- 
relevant detail and so confused by il- 
logical structure that the book leaves, 
at best, but a blurred impression. 

In substance it presents the contrast 
of crude Americanism with the hyper- 
civilization of the British aristocracy, 
in the persons of the daughter of a 
Chicago millionaire and the heir to an 
English dukedom, whom she marries. 
Here was the material of an absorbing 
book. To be sure, the theme has been 
handled before—in “Daisy Miller” and 
“The Custom of the Country”, from 
the point of view of the superiority of 
the Englishman, and in “The Shut- 
tle”, from the opposite standpoint. 
Nevertheless, much remained to be 
said, and some of it the author of “The 
Romantic Woman” has said, had she 
not hidden it under so much chaff and 
had she written with more conviction 
and less melodrama. 

It is a curious fact that, though the 
book seems written with the idea of 
contrasting a degenerate England with 


a robust and vital America, the only 
character in it who is even a little ad- 
mirable is the English husband. In 
this book of peculiarly twisted moral 
values, the Chicago heiress, who knows 
that she loves and is loved by an 
American in her native Chicago, mar- 
ries this man, and, by some strange 
ingenuity of the feminine mind and 
heart, marries him for love. After a 
few years, she decides suddenly and 
for no cause which is made to appear 
adequate, that she no longer loves him, 
and she leaves him, as one might say, 
planté la, remaining the head of his 
household, but coolly eliminating him 
from her life. There are other terms 
which seem to suit her better than 
“the romantic woman”, one perceives. 

The events which follow are straight 
melodrama, relieved by occasional bits 
which show observation of life, clear. 
but badly coordinated, and the final 
dénouement and the war bring the 
heroine back to a reluctant admission 
of certain excellent qualities in her 
long-suffering husband. In a stronger 
hand, the story might have become 
both convincing and interesting. (New 


York: Alfred A. Knopf.) 


KINNER MAKES IT FASHION- 

ABLE, by Henry Irvine Donce, 
is a merry little skit designed to make 
fashionable the reduction of the high 
cost of living by the simple expedient 
of eliminating the cost of high living. 
Skinner, who has already contributed 
to the mirth of at least one nation in 
a number of previous books by the’ 
same author, lives in the little town of 
Meadeville, which is inhabited by one 
woman of long-inherited wealth and 
many women of newly acquired wealth, 
who vie with each other in emulating 
the scale of living which they believe 
that the wealthy Mrs. Colby maintains. 

Inspired by a casual newspaper clip- 
ping, Skinner conceives the brilliant 
idea of making Mrs. Colby the leader 
in a movement in which all these wo- 
men shall vie with each other in a re- 
turn to the simple life. More than 
that, he conceives an original and 
clever plan for carrying that idea into 
action. Needless to say, the results 
fulfil his expectations and more, and 
his skilful hand is detected in the plot 
only by the duly admiring “Honey”. 

This theory that the high cost of liv- 
ing is, in reality, only the cost of high 
living is, of course, only a part of the 
truth of the present situation, but it 
has sufficient point to be worthy of ap- 
plication in places other than Meade- 
ville. The book is worth not only an 
amused reading, but a sober second 
thought. (New York and London: 
Harper & Brothers.) 


FOSTER’S RUSSIAN BANK, or 

Crapette, by R. F. Foster, offers 
to card enthusiasts a new game suited 
to two players. It is a perfected form 
of a game which was introduced some 
years ago and which has qualifications 
unusual in games for two players only. 
This game has now attained such fa- 
vour as to warrant the publication of 
a book which shall clarify its laws for 
those already familiar with it and shall 
introduce it to the many players who 
are still seeking a game for two which 
possesses the merits of diversity and 
real interest.

or another. It may be a court, a 
porch, or a piazza, enclosed or open, 
but it is always so arranged that more 
pretentious meals than luncheons may 
be served in it with comfort and with 
the full savour of the out-of-doors. 


INDIVIDUAL OUT-OF-DOOR DINING-ROOMS 


A particularly attractive version of 
the porch dining-room is a part of the 
Archibald M. Brown home at Stony 
Brook, Long Island. It displays high 
arched windows which rise flush from 
the ground, opening into the rose gar- 
den on two sides. By a clever arrange- 
ment, the glass of these windows may 
be made to disappear magically and 
completely into the ground, leaving the 
room open on two sides. Eighteenth- 
century French tapestries lend decora- 
tive sophistication to the remaining 
walls, so that the cultivated and the 
rustic are quaintly and _ informally 
blended. The floor—which simulates 
the Haddon Hall pattern—is of Mexi- 
can oak, which in its natural state 
has the exquisite shade of old Circas- 
sian walnut. 

Many country homes, however, were 
built before the idea of porch rooms 
had established itself securely in the 
favour of hostesses, and, for them, 
taste and ingenuity may achieve out- 
of-door arrangements equally pleasing in 
effect. Indeed, a pear tree in the gar- 
den surrounding an old-fashioned city 
home in New York became the inspira- 
tion for a very individual out-of-door 
breakfast table. Of hydrangea blue, 
the circular table was built around the 
tree. White marble flags, oddly con- 
trasting, were set into the ground about 
it, and chairs to go with it were 
painted the same gay blue, with a 
design suggesting a white pear blos- 
som upon each one. But in the coun- 
try, of course, the view is often a de- 
ciding factor in the planning of an 
out-of-door dining-room. 


DINING IN THE MIDST OF BEAUTY 


At one house of gracious hospitality, 
which stands high on the Hudson so 
that the river may be glimpsed through 
the acacia trees on the lawn, a grape 
arbour adjoins the veranda, and here, 
every fair night, dinner is served at 
a long refectory table. On a Septem- 
ber evening, when the sun has shone 
the provocative 
perfume of grapes may easily delude 
the guests into believing that the lights 
across the river are those of an Italian 
village. 

Conventional white linen seems out 
of place for so picturesque and in- 
formal a repast, and therefore striped 
écru linen, hemstitched, just the length 
of the table, is used instead. When 
the table is laid with white Wedgwood 
china and glassware of aquamarine 
blue, with bowls of honeysuckle and 
roses to decorate it, the charm of thus 


dining out-of-doors becomes irresistible. 


Such coloured table-cloths and doily 
sets as these are especially suitable, 
by the way, to the country house at 
all times and upon many occasions. 
Breakfast and luncheon sets in lovely 
dull colourings are very attractive, and 
to have these plain linen crash napkins 
and doilies hemstitched or embroidered 
is an idea that must appeal to many 
hostesses of individuality, particularly 
those who enjoy putting their own 
handiwork upon their linens. 


“GROWN-UP” TEA-PARTIES 


The typical English garden-party 
has never earned the favour it might 
be expected to gain in this country of 
sunny weather and lovely gardens, al- 
though it is one of the most delightful 
and simple methods of entertaining ever 
devised. Of course, we have the osten- 
tatious garden féte with its Russian 
ballets and open-air theatre enter- 
tainments, which might well impress 
even the story-tellers of the Arabian 
nights, but the cosy little party, where 
tea and talk and strawberries compose 
the only offerings, is a comparatively 
infrequent affair. At English country 
houses, during the brief summer, they 
are of almost daily occurrence and 
provide the pleasantest possible way of 
keeping people in touch with one an- 
other, who might otherwise drift com- 
pletely apart, and, at the same time. 
of discharging many minor social obli- 
gations, 

During the war, to be sure, many 
American hostesses introduced the cus- 
tom of serving luncheon on the terrace, 
a procedure which enabled them to 
entertain a considerable number of 
people with the minimum of service, 
and now that the servant problem is 
proving such a handicap to entertain- 
ing, this innovation is likely to be- 
come established. Comfortable chairs 
are set about the lawn and the guests 
merrily serve themselves from the buf- 
fet. There is inevitably a_ holiday 
spirit of fun about such “tea-parties” 
for grown-ups which gives them a 
peculiarly delightful piquancy.

TO CORRESPONDENTS 


NY reader can obtain from the 
Vogue Information Service an- 
swers to questions on social con- 

ventions, customs, entertaining, and 
matters of etiquette, on costume and 
fashion, household decoration, and 
other subjects that fall within the 
scope of this magazine, by conforming 
to the following regulations.

Miss M. W.:—When a_ bride’s 
mother is dead and her father has mar- 
ried again, should the wedding an- 
nouncements include the name of her 
father and her step-mother, or only 
that of her father? 

Ans.:—If the bride’s father has mar- 
ried a second time, both his name and 
that of his wife should be used on the 
wedding invitations. Her father’s 
name may be used alone only when he 
is a widower and has not remarried. 


Mrs. G. S. F.:—What is the correct 
form for wedding invitations issued for 
a second wedding? Should the invita- 
tions be sent out in the name of the 
bride’s parents? How many _ guests 
may be invited to the wedding? Is it 
correct for the bride’s sister to be the 
matron of honour and for a friend to 
be the maid of honour? If so, in what 
order should they enter the church? Is 
the wedding gown for the second wed- 
ding similar to the gown worn for the 
first? 

Ans.:—Wedding invitations for a 
second wedding may correctly be is- 
sued in the name of the bride’s par- 
ents. In this case, the invitations 
should read, — 


Mr. and Mrs. Julian Blank 
request the honour of your presence 
at the marriage of their daughter 


Mary Blank Smith 


to 
Mr. John Reynolds 
on Wednesday the ninth of June 
at four o'clock 
in St. James Church 
New York 


It is not usual to have a large formal 
wedding when a woman marries for the 
second time. The number of guests 
may vary. Relatives and intimate 
friends of the bride and bridegroom 
should be included in the invitations, 
but beyond this, one may decide the 
matter for oneself. It is correct for the 
bride’s sister to act as the matron of 
honour and for a friend to be the maid 
of honour. The maid of honour enters 
the church first, and she is followed by 
the matron of honour, who immediate- 
ly precedes the bride. The bride should 
enter on the arm of her father or of 
her nearest male relative. For a sec- 
ond wedding, the bride should not wear 


a white satin wedding-dress, a_ full 
length veil, or orange-blossoms. She 
may wear a charming afternoon gown, 
however, and a hat with a veil of an- 
other type and always in colour. Sev- 
eral interesting suggestions for a cos- 
tume of this kind are shown on page 
seventy-eight of the April first issue of 
Vogue. The bride should not carry 
flowers, but she may wear a corsage 
bouquet or carry a prayer-book. 


Mrs. M. C. McM.:—lIn addressing 
wedding invitations, what should be 
written on the inside envelope? Is it 
permissible to send one invitation to 
an entire family? What is the correct 
position for the bridal party in the re- 
ceiving line at the reception? 

Ans.—In addressing wedding invita- 
tions, the full name and address is writ- 
ten on the outer envelope, and on the 
inner envelope, merely the surname of 
the person to whom the invitation is 
sent. For example, the outer envelope 
should read,— 


Ir. and Mrs. Charles Halsey 
25 East 61 Street 
New York City 


while on the inner envelope should be 
written simply,— 
Mr. and Mrs. Halsey 

It would not be correct to address an 
invitation to Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Halsey and Family. It is more cour- 
teous to send a separate invitation to 
each adult son and daughter, but it 
is permissible to send one invitation 
to the Misses Halsey and another to 
the Messrs. Halsey. A long and formal 
receiving line is no longer seen at fash- 
ionable weddings. ‘The parents of the 
bride usually stand near the entrance 
of the reception room and welcome the 
guests, while the bride and groom and 
the parents of the groom stand near- 
by. The bride’s attendants and the 
ushers may group informally and assist 
the host and hostess in introducing the 


guests and in seeing that they are 
served with refreshments. 
Mrs. J. D. S.:—Please describe a 


formal military wedding. 

Ans.:—A military wedding offers an 
occasion for a very beautiful and im- 
pressive ceremony. When both the 
groom and his attendants are army 
men, they should wear full dress uni- 
forms. ‘The bride’s attendants, in con- 
trast, should wear very fluffy and fem- 
inine frocks. The church may be dec- 
orated with palms and lilies and with 
the regimental flag and the national 
flag arranged in the chancel. When 
the wedding march is played, two col- 
our-bearers of the regiment may pre- 
cede the bridegroom from the vestry. 
one carrying the Stars and Stripes, and 
the other carrying the regimental col- 


ours. They should stand at either side 
of the chancel steps. After the cere- 
mony, the colour-bearers stand at the 


head of the aisle. The ushers then 
form a line at the foot of the chancel 
steps, put on their caps and unsheathe 
their swords to form an arch under 
which the bride, bridegroom, and 
bridesmaids pass. The ushers then 
sheathe their swords, remove their 
caps, and follow. in line at the end of 
the procession. At the wedding recep- 
tion, the bride may use the Lride- 
groom’s sword to cut the first slice of 
the wedding-cake.

business suits at a formal noon wedding? 

Ans.:—Business suits are never cor- 
rect at a formal wedding. If the wed- 
ding takes place at high noon or at 
half past four o’clock, the men should 
wear cutaway coats with grey striped 
trousers, 


Miss V. E. D.:—How should the 
linen of a bride be marked? 

Ans.:—A bride should use her own 
initial or monogram for marking all 
her linen. She does not use her fiancé’s 
initials until after the wedding. Linen 
embroidered in this way is also a pleas- 
ant way of distinguishing the linen of 
her trousseau from that which she ac- 
quires after her marriage. 


Miss B. McW.:—Please describe an 
all-white wedding to be held out-of- 
doors. 

Ans.:—An all-white wedding is par- 
ticularly charming with a_ beautiful 
lawn or a garden for a_ background. 
The bridesmaids and maid of honour 
may wear picturesque frocks made of 
some sheer dainty material. Organdie, 
or white tulle, or frail white lace, or 
net fashion charming frocks for this 
occasion. The bodices may be snugly 
made, and quite a few are pointed; the 
skirts are full and fluffy and may be 
made over satin or over taffeta. To 
complete the bridesmaids’ frocks, large 
garden hats of straw or of horsehair 
would be attractive. Of course, each 
bridesmaid carries flowers. These flow- 
ers may be in baskets with large han- 
dles; or more unusual are the tall Di- 
rectoire canes with small baskets or 
clusters of flowers fastened to the tops. 
If a tiny bit of colour is desirable, it 
may be added by a dainty variety of 
spring flowers in these baskets. For 
an all-white wedding, however, white 
sweet peas and maiden-hair fern would 
be delightful in baskets for the brides- 
maids. White carnations and, of 
course, white rosebuds are equally love- 
ly, and great white Shasta daisies are 
even more effective. Back of the altar 
may be placed a large screen of the 
flowers arranged with greens, which 
form a charming background for the 
ceremony. The altar cushion is some- 
times trimmed with flowers, but is 
usually fashioned of heavy white satin. 
For the ceremony, the wedding party 
should come from the house and pro- 
ceed across. the lawn to the spot where 
the altar has been arranged. An or- 
chestra may be concealed behind a 
group of bushes or of palms. If there 
are not two approaches to the altar, the 
bridegroom, the best man, and the 
clergyman should precede, by about 
three minutes, the bride and her at- 
tendants. Nothing new or bizarre 
should be introduced into the procedure 
of a wedding, as anything differing 
from the accepted conventions of such 
a ceremony is not, in any circum- 
stance, considered in good taste. 

The guests should not be seated dur- 
ing any wedding ceremony, so it will 
not be necessary to provide chairs un- 
less one wishes to serve supper out-of- 
doors. In this case, small tables seat- 
ing from four to six people should be 
provided. These tables should be 
brought from the house by the waiters, 
immediately following the ceremony. 
A buffet supper of the same sort that 
would be offered indoors is served on 
the lawn. This requires a large num- 
ber of well-trained servants, however, 
and for this reason it is sometimes 
easier to serve the supper indoors. Since 
an out-of-doors ceremony leaves the 
rooms of the house available for an in- 
door service, the wedding supper thus 
served is also more convenient. Small 
tables may be used in the house for 
the majority of the guests, and there 


should be one large table for the chief 
members of the bridal party. 


Miss ‘H. C.:—May a woman who 
has been divorced be included among 
one’s wedding attendants? 

Ans.:—It is not good form for a wo- 
man who has been divorced to be 
among the wedding attendants, since 
there is a feeling that anything which 
is connected with a broken marriage 
should not be suggested on this par- 
ticular occasion. 


Miss D. T.:—What are the duties 
of a best man at a wedding? What is 
expected of the ushers and of the other 
attendants? 

Ans.:—The duties of the best man 
are to help the bridegroom in every 
possible way. He should procure the 
tickets and accommodations for the 
wedding journey. On the day of the 
wedding, he should lunch or breakfast 
with the bridegroom, help him with his 
final packing, take charge of the ring 
and the fee, and drive with the groom 
to the church. At the correct moment 
during the ceremony, he hands the ring 
to the groom, who, in turn, places it 
upon the bride’s finger. After the cere- 
mony, he should have the groom’s hat 
and gloves ready for him as he enters 
the motor with the bride. The best 
man, before leaving the church, is also 
expected to present the clergyman with 
his fee. During the reception, he 
should assist in introducing the wed- 
ding guests and, later, he should help 
the bridegroom in his preparations for 
the wedding journey. During the wed- 
ding breakfast; he should be particu- 
larly attentive to the maid of honour. 
The ushers call at the residence of the 
bride, the day before the wedding, to 
receive their directions for the wedding 
from the bride and her mother. They 
are expected to attend a rehearsal and, 
on the day of the wedding, to be at the 
church at least half an hour in advance 
of the time chosen for the ceremony. 
They are provided with lists of rela- 
tives and intimate friends for whom 
pews are reserved, and they should be 
careful to see that these special guests 
are placed in the right seats. After the 
ceremony, the ushers escort these 
guests down the aisle. In the wedding 
procession, the ushers enter first, walk- 
ing up the aisle in front of the brides- 
maids. The reverse is observed at the 
conclusion of the ceremony, or each 
usher may accompany a bridesmaid. 
The maid of honour assists the bride 
in every possible way, both before and 
during the wedding. Her place in the 
wedding procession is immediately in 
front of the bride, unless there is a 
flower girl, who walks between the 
maid of honour and the bride. During 
the ceremony, the maid of honour 
stands at the bride’s left. 
the bouquet when the bride receives 
the ring. She also arranges the bride’s 
train when the bride turns to leave the 
altar. In the wedding procession, the 
bridesmaids walk two by two, directly 
behind the ushers. At the reception, 
they may stand in a group near the 
bride, or they preferably may mingle 
with the guests and assist in passing 
the refreshments. 


Miss A. B.:—Is it correct to ac- 
knowledge wedding gifts by an en- 
graved card, or must the bride write 
a personal note? 

Ans.:—A bride must always write a 
personal note of thanks for every wed- 
ding gift. If she receives so large a 
number that it is impossible to write 
all of these promptly, she may send 
out engraved acknowledgment cards, 
but these should be followed soon by 
a personal note of appreciation.
